On Octol>er U, 1975, Special Agents (8 a) et Che 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (Pgl) obaarved Anomira 
leave the Polish Consulate, Chicago, at ArH p«m* and 
drive away In a 1974 Chevrolet bearing 1975 llllnola 
Consular Corps tag nceat^ r 13. Ancsura was observed to 
proceed to a residence In Wilmette, Illimrls, which i$ 
owned by the Polish Govemasent and was the official 
residence of the previous Polish Conaul^'Ceneral In (Hhtcagd, 
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Anczura was observed to be present at this ^ 
residence from 5:06 p»m» to 5:26 p«m.^ . 

CG T-2 has learned that p>xt^6ctbher 17, 1975, 

Anczura had telephoned Dr. Walter^Slkora, an opCometrist 
and Polish language radio coim^ntator whom- he had previously 
known in Chicago. It was agreed that Anczura would visit 
Dr. Sikora at his residence in Oak Brook, Illinois. 

Subsequently, Dr. Sikora advised CG T-2 that he 
and Anczura had been together at his home from approKimately 
1:30 p.tn. to 6:30 p.m. on October 17, 1975. During the 
time that they were together, Anczura wished to determine 
the reactions to publications that had appeared in Chicago 
In the winter of 1974-1975 under the title of "ODWET* 

(Revenge). Anczura was informed that %rhen they had first 
appeared they had caused some controversy, but now no one 
seems to remember them p^r to^have paid a great deal of 
attention to them. w Ancn^a was interested in an indi- 
vidual named Wlktor^Wegrzyn and his association with the 
publication. Reportedly, Or. Sikora informed Anczura that 
Wegrzyn is a figure about whom little is known in the /aV 
Chicago Polish community as he professes to be a very anti- 
communist person and is sometimes almost irrational in ^ '' 

his approach, which has caused some individuals to con- I I'j i> 

elude that he might be an agent provocateur of Polish * 

Intelligence.

Dr* Slkora went ahead to relate to CG T>2 that 
Anczura mentioned that Orbls (the Polish State Travel 
Agency) was considering buying a Chicago travel bureau* 
Anczura was seeking Dr* Slkora' s opinion as to the 
soundest travel business In Chicago so that Orbls might 
consider purchasing It* At this stagCi Anczura did not 
want the Consulate In Chicago to be involved In this 
purchase^ and he asked Dr* Slkora If he would consider ' 
traveling to New York to meet with the head of Orbls to 
discuss with him the financial condition of soma of the 
Chicago travel bureaus* Dr* Slkora indicated that he 
, might be free In the latter part of November, 1975, for 
such an undertaking* -

He was observed /^ leave the Consulate In the company of 
Consul Wleslaw ^Icklewlcz and the two of them proceeded

Road, Chicago* Anczura was observed to place his luggage 
in room 105 at this isotel and then leave with Mlcklewics 
and proceeded to. his residence which they entered at 
approximately 8:27 p*m* They remained there until 11:02 
p*m«, at which tln&AnOzura returned to the Travel. Lodge 
Motel*

those publications concerning U* 9* economic aid to Poland* 
Because of the concern of the Soviet Union for Che image 
of the UiS* in Poland* the Soviets are b«lft|lng pressure . 
On Warsay to attempt to eliminate too much favorable 
reporting on U*S« economic aid to Poland*
